MOSCOW, March 26 (AP) 

HE United States has re- 

ceived less than $275,000,000 

in reparations from Ger- 
many, according to a statement 
circulated among the other for- 
eign ministers by United States 
Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall. 

The statement, evidently in- 
tended to meet Russian For-

FRENCH COURT CONVICTS

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26— 
The Missouri Training School for 
Boys at Boonville was reported to 
be in a grossly unsatisfactory con- 
dition from almost every stand- 
point of sanitation in an official 
report of a recent survey by 
Scott Johnson, director of the sec- 
tion of environment sanitation of 
the division of health of the State 
Department of Health and Wel- 
fare. 2 

Johnson's report is in the pos- 
session of the special Senate com- 
mittee investigating the training 
schools with a view to legislation 
whieh will correct conditions. 

Johnson severely criticized in- 
sanitary methods of handling 
food, found that the school was 
infested with rats and roaches, 
had a few, but not many, bedbugs, 
that cattle were slaughtered in an 
open lot adjoining the stables and 
the carcasses hung in the stables 
to be skinned, that the water dis- 
tribution system was in an insani- 
tary condition, that toilet and 
lavatory facilities were inadequate 
and in bad condition, that food 
was improperly stored. 

“The food sanitation survey,” he 
said in the official report, indi- 
cates many possibilities of spread- 
ing infection through existing un- 
satisfactory facilities and prac- 
tices in the bakery, butchering, 
processing, canning, storage, prep- 
aration and handling of food.” 

Water System Inadequate. 

A summary of the report fol- 
lows: e 

The entire water system. has 
been inadequately maintained. 
There are no records showing 
the location of water lines and 
valves, and there is no routine 
maintenance of fire hydrants. 

The per capita daily consump- 
tion of water is 360 gallons, indi- 
cating numerous leaks in the dis- 
tribution system. Because of the 
poor condition of the water sys- 
tem sanitary hazards are present- 
ed and difficulty would be en- 
rountered in successfully fighting 
a fire of any consequence. 

Edible ‘garbage is collected 
from the mess hall in metal con- 
tainers and fed to swine in an 
open lot in wood troughs. Garbage 
is not cooked prior to feeding. 
Inorganic garbage, trash, bottles 
and cans, including considerable 
organic matter, is disposed of in 
an open dump. Rat infestation of 
the dump was noted. 

A Menace to Health. 

Conducive to fly and rodent 
breeding and “constituting a dis- 
tinct menace to health” are im- 
proper storage of garbage in 
kitchen and bakery, inadequate 
cleaning of garbage cans, feeding 
uncooked garbage to swine, dis- 
posal of butchering wastes in the 
open dump and improper disposal 
of trash. 

Garbage and refuse are known 
to be carriers of disease germs, 
and if health hazards are to be 
reduced to a minimum, fly and 
rodent breeding must be con- 
trolled,” he said. “All garbage 
should be adequately cooked to 
destroy trichinae (worms) organ- 
isms which infect the pork and 
may result in trichinosis (a dis- 
ease of the intestinal tract and 
muscles) in men.” 

A number of leaks were found 
in the heating system. The boiler 
plant is in poor condition. 

Plumbing Out of Order. 

‘Because there is no organized 
program of plumbing mainte- 
mance, there are stopped lava- 
tories and numerous leaking fix- 
tures in many barracks. In al- 
most every barracks toilet stools 
and other fixtures are out of or- 
der. In a number of barracks 
drinking fountains are mounted 
on slop sinks. Numerous plumb- 
ing fixtures have water outlets be- 
low the rim of the fixture, pre- 
senting possibility of water being 
siphoned back in periods of nega- 
tive pressure. 

Canning of fruits and vegeta- 
bles is done in an inadequate 
building which is not screened, 
which has no toilet or handwash- 
ing facilities, the walls of which 
@re not properly sealed or fin- 
ished to be easily cleaned, the 
floors of which are not smooth 
or of easily cleanable construc- 
tion. The cans, which ate stored 
in a basement which is not clean, 
are badly rusted, bent and bulged. 

In the commissary dried, pack- 
aged, sacked and canned foods 
are stored on dunnage boards 
which are not clean. Sacks have 
been torn open and the spillage 
not cleaned. The commissary is 
rat infested. 

In the commissary, where meat 
ie received for refrigeration, there 
are no facilities for washing ‘or 
sterilizing butchering utensils. 
Knives are greasy and dirty. The 
meat block is severely “masti- 
cated.” Ths floors and walls are 
not clean. Refrigerators, 
hooks and hangers are not prop-

Hopfinger, who lives at 5 Bra- 
zilian court, Ladue, said the first 
time he saw the weapon was 
when Michael showed it to him in 
a locker at the school.

The second occasion, Hopfinger 
rélated, was at the Christmas 
dance at the school, when, he said, 
Michael carried the pistol in the 
waistband of his trousers.

Storm Hits From Rockies to 
New York—16-Inch Snow- 
falls Recorded. 


CHICAGO, Maren 26 (AP) — 
Winter weather, with snowfalls 
measuring 16 inches, winds of 
near gale velocity and below freez- 
ing temperatures, held a firm grip 
from the eastern Rockies to the 
Atlantic seaboard and south into 
the Carolinas and Tennessee to- 
day. The storm caused at least 
14 deaths, curtailed all forms of 
transportation, crippled communi- 
cations and closed many schools 
and factories in several Midwest- 
ern and eastern states. 

Federal forecasters in Chicago 
predicted a “slow” warming up in 
the Midwest starting tomorrow. 

Temperatures dipped to as low 
as 12 above in North Dakota and 
Michigan and generally were far 
below freezing throughout the 
storm belt. Snow flurries have 
occurred as far south as Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and Asheville, N. C. 
Snow on the ground at Alpena, 
Mich., measured 16 inches; at 
Saginaw, Mich., 12 inches and 
Cleveland reported eight inches. 

In Flint, Mich., which had a 
snowfall of 10% inches, business 
was nearly paralyzed. Only one 
factory was able to operate. Five 
deaths, attributed to the storm, 
were reported. 

At daybreak today snow, accom- 
panied by winds of 46 miles an 
hour, struck New York City.

MAYOR SAYS SLUM 
BILL'S DEFEAT IS 


/SERIOUS SETBAGK 


Opponents Used ‘Historic 
Animosity Supposed to 
Exist Between City and 
Country.’ 


Defeat of the public housing 
slum clearance bill yesterday in 
the Legislature was described as 
a “serious setback” to the city's 
slum clearance and rehabilitation 
plans, Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
said in a statement issued last 
night. He announced a conference 
will be held soon to determine 
what further steps the city should 
take. 

Text of the statement follows: 

“Defeat of the housing bill by 


the State Legislature is a bitter 
blow and serious setback to the 


ambitious slum clearance and re- 


habilitation pregram which the 
city administration firmly believes 
necessary for St. Louis’s salva- 
tion. 

“As soon as George L. Stemm- 
ler and Paul J. Kaveney return 
from Jefferson City, where they 
have been in furtherance of this 
legislation, I shall call a confer- 
ence of the officers of the Ant> 
Slum Commission and others in- 
terested in this vital work for the 
purpose of reshaping our plans. 
Whether we shall resort to the 
courts, or formulate a new pro- 
gram within the framework of ex- 
isting laws, will then be deter- 
mined. 

“Failure to obtain the handful 
of votes necessary to obtain 
passage on this and previous at- 
tempts serves to sharpen the dis- 
parity between urban and rural 
representation in the state law- 
making body. With 22 per cent 
of the state’s population, St. Louis 
has but 13 per cent of the repre- 
sentation in the General Assembly. 
Although this bill actually affected 
only St. Louis and Kansas City, 
the opponents took advantage of 
the historic animosity that is sup- 
posed to exist between city and 
country cousins to bring about its 
defeat. 


“I am happy to report that all 
but one member of the St. Louis 
delegation voted in favor of the 
bill. For this support, all of us 
composing the city administration 
are deeply grateful.”

The morning was cold, Cloudy and 
windy. : 

Nearly Every Home Affected. 
The adjoining community of 
Wamac, with a population of 1400, 
has hardly a home which was not 
represented by the waiting wom- 
enfolk. 

Two taverns, where the miners 
gathered in the evenings after 
work, were open, with roaring 
fires in their big stoves, serving 
free coffee to the families of their 
customers. Outside, floodlights 
from ambulances and other auto- 
mobiles outlined rows of stretch- 
ers, waiting on the ground for use 
by the rescue squads. 


Up to 1 o'elock this morning, 
the curious pressed about the 
place, and were kept back by lo- 
cal and county police and Scott 
Field soldiers, Who stretched 
ropes, admitting only the miners’ 
family members to the space near 
the entrance.

Explosion Laid to Dust. 
John Ritter, assistant chief of 
the Illinois State Police, said the 
explosion was caused by dust, 
— with normal blasting of 
coal. 


The mine inspector’s earliest 
warning, among those still posted 
in the mine wash rooms, declared: 
“Coal in this mine is extremely 
dry. An excessive amount of dust 
is in suspension during cutting 
and loading operations. 

“The dust is am explosion haz- 
ard and also injurious to the 
health and safety of the men work- 
ing around the machines.” 

The same complaint was repeat- 
ed in subsequent notices. These 
notices kept urging that the in- 
—— — recommendations be fol- 


Nov. 18, 1946, for instance, the 
inspector warned: “Ventilation in- 
adequate at working faces... Bad 
air is entering intake air current 
from three abandoned south sec- 
tions. Advance workings not rock- 
dusted (a precaution against ex- 
cessive dust).” 

Recommended Sealing Area. 

It was pointed out that some 
entries were being worked toward 
an area which had been sealed off, 
and which connected with a near- 
by abandoned mine. The inspector 
recommended that the north sec- 
tions of the mine be sealed off. 

Another complaint of “inade- 
quate ventilation” and excessive 
dust was made last Jan. 21. 


Last week, in addition to urg- 
ing that previous recommenda- 
tions be followed, the inspector re- 
peated that dust control measures 
were not adequate and recom- 
mended further, that “dirty haul- 
age roads be cleaned and sprin- 
kled.“ N 

Questioned About Enforcement. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Robert M. Medill, director of the 
Illinois Department of Mines and 
Minerals, if safety measures rec- 
ommended by state inspectors had 
to be complied with or were mere- 
ly suggestions. | 

“We have the power to close a 
mune if we consider it is operating 
in too hazardous a fashion,” he 
replied. 

Asked why recommendations re- 
peatedly made by Inspector Scan- 
lan were not enforced, Medill said, 
We went through a war. While 
the war was on, we didn’t dare 
get too tough, because we needed 
the coal, Since then, there have 
been a couple of strikes (by the 
United Mine Workers).

force part of the mine’s ventilat- 
ing system was wrecked,

Asked about the trapped men’s 
chances of survival he said, “there 
is just a lang chance there might 
be some alive.”

If all of the trapped miners are 
lost it will be the worst mine 
disaster in Illinois since the Cherry 
Mine tragedy of 1909, and the 
worst nationally since 195 men 
were lost at Mather, Pa., in 1928.

Speaking last night to the Fed- 
ration of Hellenic Societies of 
Greater New York at an observ- 
ance of the 126th anniversary of 
Greek independence of Turkey, 
Hoover said: 

“America has shown its con- 
stant solicitude and has given 
generously both private and Gov- 
ernment aid. We propose to con- 
tinue to do so. 

“But a large part of that chaos 
and misery could be lifted by one 
man in the world if he be willing. 
That is Marshal Joseph Stalin. 

“It is within his power to stop 
the ag 
of guerpilla raids from Yugo- 
slavian, Bulgarian and Albanian 
territory. 

“It is within his power to see 
that the Communist bands in 
Greece stop killing and abide by 
constitutional means to express 
their views. 

“That would bring peace to 
Greece. Then American aid could 
be devoted to restoring produc- 
tivity of the Greek people instead 
of our wasting our generosity on 
military equipment.” 

Supporting the $12,000,000 fund 
drive of the Greek War Relief 
Association, Hoover said such pri- 
vate aid would not duplicate Gov- 
ernment assistance but was needed 
for health and child care work.

Basket Rule 
Now 3 Minutes 


NEW YORK, March 26 (AP) — 
The National Basketball Rules 
Committee today modified the 
rule governing the last four min- 
utes of play but refused ta throw 
it out entirely as recommended by 
the National Coaches Association. 

Under a new rule, adopted at the 
forenoon session of the sport’s 
governing body, teams wil] be 
allowed unlimited substitutions in 
the entire game and the clock will 
be stopped on all dead balls in the 
last three minutes of play. 

This replaces a rule 5 effect 
during the past season, providing 
only one re-entry of a player in 
the last four minutes and stopping 
the clock every time the ball is 
dead in the same length of time. 

The only other change adopted 
in the first of two sessions today 
gives players the privilege of al- 
ternating at the’ restraining circle 
on all jump balls. 

This means that when teams 
line up for a jump with two play- 
ers frem the same team side by 
side, an opposing player now has 
the right to take a position be- 
tween them, a privilege not pro- 
vided in past rules. 

The annual two-day meeting of 
the rules-making body was to be 
concluded this afternoon with ac- 
tion on several other proposals,

The Lobby Wins 


The greedy and powerful real estate lobby 
won a smashing victory yesterday—and St. Louis 
and Kansas City suffered a severe defeat—when 
a motion to perfect the anti-slum bill was voted 
down, 71 to 67. The effect is to bar federal aids, 
without which slum clearance is impossible. 

If action is taken promptly to reconsider, it 
may be possible to revive the measure in the 
House and reverse an action which has no basis 
in justice or wisdom, to say nothing of ordinary 
common sense, 

If the House fails to repair this major error, 
the anti-slum bill can be jntroduced in the Sen- 
ate. 
But if the Legislature remains under the thumb 
of the real estate lobby, there is still the chance 
that recourse can be had to the courts to declare 
slum clearance a charitable project under the 
language of the new Constitution. 

That Mayor Kaufmann and the city administra- 
tion will use every resource until the real estate 
lobby is finally defeated there can be no doubt. 

How this lobby has operated was graphically 
described in the Post-Dispatch last Sunday by 
Curtis A. Betts, State Political Correspondent. 
It has reached into every corner of the state to 
mobilize its forces. Real estate agents “are ex- 
ercising their influence on members of the Legis- 
lature through local bankers, insurance agents, 
building material dealers and merchants.” 

Through this vast machine, the lobby can 
bring to bear “the influence of the banker who 
holds the legislator's note, the personal per- 
suasiveness of the next-door neighbor, the fel- 
low lodge member and the bridge-playing com- 
panion.” 

The anti-slum bill was not defeated on its 
merits, but on the fake accusation that it js a 
socialistic or communistic measure. These smear 
words evidently had an effect upon the rural 
legislators, who, incidentally, have 10 direct in- 
terest in a measure designed to produce decent 
housing in the cities. 

If the anti-slum bill is communistic, then its 
supporters must likewise be tarred as Commu- 
nists. This would make Mayor Kaufmann the 
Joe Stalin of St. Louis. It would make Banker 
James L. Ford Jr. the city’s Molotov. Walter 
Head, chairman of the Anti-Slum Commission, 
becomes the Marshal Zhukov of the local Soviet. 
And the Globe-Democrat, which has ardently 
supported the anti-slum bill, should be renamed 
Pravda or Izvestia. 

It would be laughable if it were not tragic. 
The Missouri House refuses on the ground of 
Socialism or Communism to make slum clearance 
possible by granting tax exemption. Yet two large 
St. Louis public housing projects—Clinton-Pea- 
body Terrace and Carr Square Village — have 


operated for years under ‘ust such an exemption 


granted by a previous Missouri Legislature. And 
they have made payments to the city in lieu of 
taxes in excess of the amounts the city collected 
on the property before these projects were built. 

Likewise, the Missouri Legislature, under the 
Urban Redevelopment Act, has granted tax ex- 
emption to middle-class housing projects. If 


‘the present Missouri House thinks the anti-slum 


bill is socialistic, it accuses its predecessors of 
falling into the heresy. 

And what of the real estate lobby itself? It 
raises the cry of and Cémmunism, yet 
it is not only willing, but eager, to accept hand- 
outs and subsidies from the United States Gov- 
ernment, HOLC was a boon to mortgage lend- 
ers, whose frozen portfolios it rescued. Building 
and loan depositors are secured against loss by 


the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Cor- 


poration. FHA, if smear words are permissible, 
could be described in its insurance of mortgages 
as a huge “socialistic” subsidy to private busi- 
ness. 

In the new Congress, the real estate lobby 
favors a measure by which the Government and 
the cities would buy high-priced slum real es- 
tate and sell it at a loss to private developers. 
Isn't that socialism, too? 

Rural members were reminded yesterday by 
Representative Andrae of Cole County that the 
Rural Electrification Administration was begun 
with Government funds, hence is “socialistic” in 
the sense that the anti-slum bill was described 
by the real estate lobby. Said Mr. Andrae: 

This House can close its eyes and see 
white elephants and Communism if it wants 
to, or it can look at REA and other develop- 
ments of that sort and see additional things 
that must be done along that line. 

By the same token, if the House is consistent, 
it will refuse federal grants for the state high- 
ways of Missouri on the ground that any help 
from the Federal Government smacks of foreign 
ideologies. What would the rural voters do to 
a Representative who turned down this kind of 
money? 

The fact is that the House has permitted it- 
self to be deluded, browbeaten and coerced by 
one of the most selfish groups in the state—a 
group which is opposed to a measure to eradi- 
cate slums, yet, in its own role, has never done 
anything about these breeding places of crime, 
delinquency, disease and just plain human mis- 
ery—except to profit by them. 

If the action of the House isn’t reversed, eith- 
er by legislative or judicial action, Missouri 

ayers will be shélling out money in federal 

income taxes to pay for slum clearance in other 
states, while this state gets no benefit at all. 

The real estate lobby has won a battle—but 
the war’s still on, In times past, other selfish 
groups have tried to run this state and they have 


had their temporary successes, In the end, they 


have come a cropper, and the real estate gang, 
too, is riding tq a fall. | 
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A Practical Approach 

Gen, Eisenhower says he opposes any attempt 
to prepare detailed legislation to merge the 
Armed Forces. What he seeks is an enabling 
act for a presidential executive order, which 
would bring the Army, Navy and Air Forces to- 
gether under one Cabinet head. It would let 
the armed forces work out details of co-ordina- 
tion, 

This course has two advantages. It permits 
flexible arrangements, as the Chief of Staff says, 
“to balance the security forces against world 
conditions.” Beyond that, it probably is the only 
practical way out of the Navy’s long hostility to- 
ward a real unification plan. As long as the 
Navy fought the Army over terms of the merger, 
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no merger seemed possible. Now the services 
have reached agreement. 

Congress will have to consider the practical 
side of this arrangement, if there is to be any 
merger at all, Unification apparently cannot be 
forced upon the Armed Forces without arousing 
hostility and impairing the co-operation it was 
intended to produce. What is called for is legis- 
lation to let the three branches come together 
on their own terms, as they have done, 
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Whose Guilt? 


The blood of the men who lost their lives in 
the mine disaster at Centralia is on the hands 
of the mine operators who continued to run the 
mine in the face of repeated warnings of an “ex- 
plosion hazard.“ It is also on the Illinois State 


Department of Mines whose inspectars have au- 


thority to close mines which do not comply with 
safety requirements. ; 

Staff Correspondent Harry Wilensky’s on-the- 
ground investigation shows that a warning of ex- 
cessive dust in the mine was dated as long ago 
as Dec. 13, 1945. The most recent notice was 
posted just a week ago when the mine inspector 
directed that “recommendations of previous in- 
spections, not complied with, should be complied 
with.“ 

Why was this mine permitted to operate in the 
face of these warnings? The Centralia Coal Co. 
knew the hazard existed. If it did not care suf- 
ficiently for the safety of its employes to shut 
down while the dangerous conditions were cor- 
rected, the authority of the state should have 
compelled its closing. Inspection service is of 
little value if its findings are not enforced, In- 
deed, there is a false security in such a situation; 
miners think their lives are being protected when 
such is not the fact. , 

This tragedy makes all the more despicable 
Gov. Green's use of the state mine inspecting 
force to shake down mine operators for dona- 
tions to the Republican campaign in the Chicago 
mayoral race. No mine inspector should be placed 
in the position of soliciting a favor from any mine 
operator. Director Medill's State Mine Depart- 
ment cannot put itself in politics without com- 
promising the enforcement of its inspection serv- 
ice. 

Gov. Green cannot bring back the lives of the 
entombed, He cannot comfort the grief-stricken 
survivors. But there is one thing he can do: 


He can find out why this mine was not closed .

That Congress intends to give the Presi- 
dent’s proposal no rubber-stamp O.K., and 
will demand the fullest facts and the best 
judgments from all sides before acting. 
That will be all to the good, 

That the great decision the American 
Government now is called upon to make 
that the United States shall play a direct, 
positive role in keeping free what remains 
of the free world—is bringing a new isola- 
tionist alliance into being. : 

It is an alliance tending to meld the ex- 
treme Right and the extreme Left. For 
example, it is bringing a prewar isolation- 
ist, Representative Clare Hoffman of Michi- 
gan, and a prewar internationalist, Senator 
Claude Pepper of Florida, into the same

Approval Is Expected

Such danger of war as exists—and top 
officials in Washington do not consider 
war in any way indicated or imminent— 
does not stem from the President’s address 
nor from his ‘proposals; it stems from the 
conditions he is acting to meet, War is not 
mere probable today than before Mr. Tru- 
man appeared before Congress, There is 
reason to believe it is less probable. 


The United States Government is not de- 
manding that Russia stop being Commu- 
nist, It is not demanding that Russia stop 
preaching Communism either to its neigh- 
bors or to the world. It is not saying that 
what remains of the free world shall not 
be entirely free to choose Communism—if 
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in Des Moines.

The United 
States Government is saying that if we can 
prevent it, Communist regimes shall not 
be imposed by force upon free peoples, 


It is noticeable that those few Congress- 
men who have spoken against aid to 
Greece and Turkey for fear it might start 
war with Russia are the Congressmen who 
have been most certain that the nation 
could slash its armed forces because Rus- 
sia is weak, Every knowledgeable person I 
have talked with believes that Russia does 
not want war and is in no position to 
make war. 


Short-Circuiting U.N.? 


President Truman, Secretary of State 
Marshall, Senator Vandenberg and others 
are convinced that the United States will 
do more to improve the prospects cf peace 
by stating its position clearly now, at a 
time when its voice can be a factor in the 
1 decisions, than by remaining 
silent.

“T don't lixe the Government §ticking its 
fingers in my business, but I want Uncle 
Sam around when there is trouble, He 
pulled us above water once and he may 
have to again.”

Heuck, Iowa stock-raiser, seems to have 
expressed pretty well the view of many 
farmers at a national farm institute held 
They are like many busi- 
ness men who are “against government in- 
terference” but want tariffs or subsidies to 
assist their particular businesses, 

This attitude, whether held by the farm- 
er or the business man, shows complete 
inconsistency, It is a desire to eat one’s 
cake and have it, too. The farmer wants 
subsidies and parity payments, but he 
doesn’t want the Government, which must 
pay these subsidies, to have anything to 
say about what crops he shall grow. 

He doesn’t mind payments for soil build- 
ing, but he doesn’t want to be told how he 
must build the soil, He wants farm. prices 
to be kept up artificially by the Government 
if there is a surplus, but he doesn’t want 
the Government to give him any instruc- 
tions to prevent the surplus.

Between Book Ends 


A Book to Browse In 
AMERICAN THOUGHT (947, with Intreduction 
Philip Wyle. (The Gresham Press, New York). 
This is a good book for intellectual bre 
ing. It consists of 48 articles from such 
riodicals as Harper's, Atlantic, the Y¥ 
Review and various academic publicatio 
—‘a representative synthesis of what 
been thought in the United States, durif 
the 12 months prior to fall 1946...” 

One turns to “Philosophy” and finds 
article by James Feibleman, reprinted fro 
the Journal of the History of Ideas, on 
Theory of Hamlet.“ This sole rey 
tion of American thought in its purest fe 
turns out, disappointingly, to be a m 
catalogue of various interpretations of the 
character of Hamlet. 

Philosophy is not typical either of the 
book or of America, however. The opening 
article, for instance, by alphabetical acci- 
dent on the subject of aeronautics, is down- 
right exciting. In general, all the pieces 
on technological subjects are good. 

The technological excellence of America, 
however, was established some time before 
this book left the bindery. So we turn te 
international affairs.

Clyde Eagieton’s words sound strange 
against the current trend of American 
diplomacy: “We deliberately made (the 
United Nations Charter) weak. ... We re 
jected the international police force. . We 
upheld the veto of the Great Powers. ... 
We rejected the compulsory jurisdiction of 
the International Court of Justice... . It is 
the United States which now blocks ad 
vance toward real security... " 

Again, an article by Christian Gauss, from 
the American Scholar, seems to be sound- 
ing a similar note: “Nor can the teaching 
of more courses in American history, now 
so widely advocated, help us greatly to 
transcend the limits of our nationalistic 
thinking which scientists feel is the only 
road to security and human welfare. ‘Amer- 
icanism, as inculcated in numerous history 
text books, and interpreted by congression- 
al committees, has suddenly become more 
dangerously obstructionist. . , .”

We find a similar note in Milton Mayer's 
“Portrait of a Dangerous Man,” from Har 
per's: a 

„. „ „e committee of the Senate demand- 
ed his dismissal from the faculty of the 
University of Chicago .. . the Bureay of 
Naval Intelligence found him ‘the primary 
factor which loyal Americans must con- 
tend with’; the Chicago Tribune called him 
‘a pacifist, Bolshevik, Communist, and pale 
pink radical’; the chief investigator of the 
Dies Committee held him responsible for 
more Communist ‘fronts’ than any other 
man in America. 

“And the FBI groaned in apostolic agony 
as it disclosed that Bobbo belonged to 400 
organizations, all of them (with the possi- 
ble exception of the Red Cross) engaged in 
overturning the Republie.” 

It is, perhaps, the mark of American 
genius that this man, Robert Moras Lovett, 
affectionately known as “Bobbo” to Mor 
gan partners and Harvard undergraduates 
—and also, currently, to the poor in Puerto 
Rico—is neither in jail nor on the gallows 
arm.

Those who made the selections for this 
volume were instructed to think as “men of 
good will, democrats believing without 
qualifications in the inalienable rights of 
man...” although Philip Wylie has a plaus- 
ible-sounding quarrel with such a caution 
to “goodness.”

But to argue that therefore the 
ommunist party should be out- 
awed is a dangerous exercise in 
alse logic. If the objective is to 
prevent disloyalty and help to in- 
ure the security of the United 
States, outlawing the party will 
have exactly the opposite effect.

The Case of Fred Rose. 


At the general election on June 
11, 1945, Fred Rose was re-elected 
to Parliament as a Labor Progres- 
sive member, He had been previ- 


ously elected in 1943 as a Labor 
Progressive. The Communist party 
as a party had never succeeded, in 
the 20 years of its existence, in 
electing a Communist. 

When the Soviet spy scare 
broke, Rose was one of those ar- 
restea. He was tried, convicted of 
espionage, and sentenced to six 
years in prison. The evidence 
showed that Rose, 40 years old, 
had been serving the Soviet Union 
since he was 17 years old, although 
he had become a naturalized citi- 
zen of Canada in 1926, 

The Labor Progressive label did 
not change Rose’s loyalties. It did 
not change the nature of the Com- 
munist party. The new label of- 
fered a false lure to thosé who 
wanted to be deceived. 

Here, it seems to me, is a clear 
example of the futility of outlaw- 
ing the Communist party. Con- 
servatives in Canada agitated to 
have the Labor Progressive party’ 
outlawed also. But obviously it 
was impossible to ban all dissident 
parties. 


When Intrigue Grows. 


Actually it is worse than futile. 
In Russia under the Czar, every 
effort was made to suppress dissi- 
dent and revolutionary parties. 
The Okrana, the czarist secret po- 
lice, extended into every cranny of 
Russian life and had agents 
throughout the world as well. Yet 
the net result was to increase rev- 
olutionary activity. The revolution 
which was put down in 1905 suc- 
ceeded in 1917. : 


Under suppression, disloyalty 
and intrigue are bound to grow. 
We above all should have learned 
that in this great free country. If 
our democracy is strong, if it pro- 
duces the rewards and satisfac- 
tions that all people seek, then the 
tiny minority of. Communists can 
be checked by existing laws. To 
wave the bogey of Communism is 
to confess a fear that seems ab- 
normal and unnatural in a rich,

HOSE Americans who are loudly insisting that President Truman

should have turned the Greco-Turkish crisis over to the United 
Nations might remember the old British story: 


During the war, an American 
officer motoring through England 
ith a British Major was amazed 

» see the Major throwing a mys- 

rprious powder to left and right 
of the car. 

“What's that?” he asked. 

“Anti-lion powder, Keeps off 
lions.” 

“But there are no lions in Brit- 
ain.” 

“That's right. And it’s lucky for 
us. This powder is no dam good.” 

What's the connection: Direct. 
The Major knew there were no 
lions in Britain, so did not have 
to worry about the quality of his 
anti-lion powder. 

When the United Nations Char- 
ter was being drawn, the makers 
were sure that there were no lions 
left except wounded Germany and 
prostrate Japan. Therefore they 
did not worry about the quality 
ef their protection, 


Two New Lions. 


Since the moment when they 
set up U.N. as an organization, 
two new lions have appeared. One 
was the atomic bomb, the other 
Soviet aggression. To ask the 
Americap Administration to en- 
trust our defense to the U.N. 
would have been like asking the 
British Major to trust his powder 
rather than his gun when two real 
lions came roaring across the Brit- 
ish-downs, 

For as a preventive against 
wars between great powers—the 
only lions that are really danger- 
ous—the U.N. as now constituted 
is unreliable. It is not sure to 
work. Until .t can work with rea- 
sonable certainty, no great power 
is going to trust it. 

We may find this lamentable. 
We may argue about it until we 
puff and blow. Facts are facts. 

Among the arguments being 
presented in favor of using the 
existing U.N., this one is consid- 
ered the best: 

“The Russians tried to take over 
Iran. The U.N. protested and 
kept the topic on the Security 
Council agenda. The Russians 
withdrew. The puppet regime col- 
lapsed as the Iranian Government 
troops advanced. Therefore the 
U.N. saved Iran. It could save 
Greece and Turkey just as well.” 

‘Easy there. Analogy is not 
proof. There are several differ- 
ences between the Iranian and 
the Greco-Turkish problems as 
they presented themselves to the 
American Administration. 

1. The Soviet puppet regime 
was installed in only a small part 
of Iran. Once it was no longer 
actively supported by the Red 
Army it could be overthrown by 
the forces of the remaining larger 
portion of Iran—and was so over- 
thrown. 

The situation in Greece is dif- 
ferent. If the Greek economy 
fiops, there will be a dictatorship 
of the Right. This will serve as 
the pretext for a Communist 


ment will have open or secret sup- 
port from Albania, Serbia, Bul- 
garia and Soviet Russia. If it 
succeeds, there will be no free 
Greeks left to organize a counter- 
movement and no free territory 
to organize it from. 

2. U.N. action worked in Iran 
because Premier Ghavam had 
plenty of time in which to organ- 
ize a counter-offensive. In Greece 
the crisis is imminent and total. 
There will be no time. 


For a Stronger U. N. 


In Turkey, quite obviously, the 
Red Army could take over the 
provinces Moscow covets and seize 
the Dardanelles while the U.N. 
was still talking. Nobody in Lake 
Success could talk the Red Army 
out of either place. 

The U.N, mills might grind far 
too slowly for the democracies to 
wait upon them,

Preliminary Chorus Auditions 
for Women Dancers and 
Men Singers.

The preliminary tryouts for 
this season’s Municipal Opera 
choruses, the annual opportunity 


for St. Louisans to display their 
theatrical talents before seasoned 
production men, ended yesterday 
at Kiel Auditorium. 

While men singers were being 
heard by Production Manager 
John Kennedy and Musical Di- 
rector Edwin McArthur, young 
women dancers were pirouetting 
on the bare Opera House stage 
before Miss Virginia Johnson, the 
opera’s new ballet mistress. 

Miss Johnson told the dancers 
to demonstrate first the quality 
of their ballet dancing. She lined 
them up behind her on the stage, 
told them to do a “32-bar waltz 
combination,” and demonstrated 
the steps she wanted them to do. 

Wearing street clothing, she 
leaped and turned. “End up with 
sautes and an arabesque,” she di- 
rected, while she did them herself 
to conclude the demonstration. 

Some Are Apprehensive. 
Some of the aspiring dancers, 
who had been attempting to do 
the steps themselves during the 
demonstration, looked apprehen- 
sive about the coming individual 
dances, 

Miss Johnson called a dancer’s 
name, and the first aspirant for 
a position on the 26-woman danc- 
ing chorus tripped on the stage 
while Mrs. Selma Hausman, - ac- 
companist, played “The Beautiful 
Blue Danube.” 

After all the young women had 
performed individually the ballet 
combination, they changed into 


tap-dancing shoes and tapped to 


the choruses of such spngs as 
“Rose Room” and “Bye-Bye 
Blues.” Miss Johnson graded them 
on appearance, technique, style 
and strength, saying only “Thank 
you,” before calling the name of 
the next dancer, Cards will be 
sent to the young women Miss 
Johnson and Kennedy want to see 
again in final auditions in May. 
Some of the contestants wore 
black practice suits, but many 
were dressed in bathing suits. 
While waiting their turn to dance, 
they practiced leaps and turng in 
the wings, and the dressing-room 
stairways at the sides of the stage 
echoed with tapping feet. 

“I didn’t feel graceful at all,” 
one young woman complained un- 
happily to a friend after she had 
finished dancing. 

Youngest Applicant Is 13. 
The youngest aspirant was Betty 
Brown, of Springfield, III., who 
said she was 13 years old but 
looked younger. After all the oth- 
er young women had danced, 
Betty ran up to the table behind 
which Miss Johnson was seated. 
Her eyes glistened when Miss 
Johnson approved Betty’s request 
to dance, and for several minutes, 
Betty ran and leaped on the stage. 
Members of the opera choruses 
must be at least 16 years oid. 
McArthur and Kennedy, mean- 
while, were selecting prospective 
members of the men’s singing 
chorus. If enough good singers 
can not be found here, Kennedy 
said, he will audition some in New 
York or Chicago. 

Many of the men sang the same 
songs. “Old Man River“ rolled 
around the walls of the audition 
room frequently, but when one 
bass sang “The Armourer’s Song“ 
from Robin Hood, its only rendi- 
tion in the afternoon, McArthur 
sang softly with him. )

VAST SCOPE PROPOSED 
FOR RIVERFRONT PLAN 


Architect Says Preliminary 
Work Should Disregard 
Custom, Space Limits. 


Plans for development of the 
Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial riverfront park should 


be made, in the preliminary stages, 
without regard to political, social 
or economic circumstance, local 
custom or usage, or federal regu- 
lations, George Howe, architect, 
said here last night. 

Howe, who is professional ad- 
viser to the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial Association, 
addressed a meeting of the St. 
Louis chapter, American Institute 
of Architects, at Hotel Coronado. 

“We should approach the prob- 
lem as though Illinois and Mis- 
souri were one, as though the 
whole of the Mississippi were ours 
to work with, as though the space 
were as unlimited and open as it 
was in the days of Jefferson,” 
Howe said. “We should plan not 
only a memorial to the past but a 
projection of the future of our 
country. We will state something 
magnificent that might be done.” 

Discussing the architectural 
competition which the association 
plans to hold in two stages, first 
to get general ideas, then to work 
out details from among the better 
general ideas submitted, Howe told 
the architects that only in the 
second stage should they confine 
themselves within the limitations 
of what can be done with the 
riverfront area. 

Howe also suggested that a 
necessary step in getti public 
appreciation of the project was 
to shorten its name. “As it is, the 
name is so long and complicated 
that no one dares say it and a 
newspaper Man hardly dares print 
it,” he said. 

Stratford Lee Morton, head of 
a group proposing to hold a 
world’s fair here in 1953, said it 
was his first interest to see the 
riverfront project completed by 
1953. 

“If it is, that alone would ‘be 
sufficient justification to invite 
the nations of the world here,” he 
asserted. 

Other speakers were Luther Ely 
Smith, chairman of the associa- 
tion’s board of directors, who re- 
viewed the history of the river- 
front project; Julian C. Spotts, 
local superintendent of the Na- 
tional Park Service, which now 
manages the area, who told of the 
general aims of his organization; 
and Sam B. May, engineer of the 
regional highway and railroad 
survey, who described proposals 
for construction of tunnels to 
carry railroad tracks and an inter- 
regional highway beneath the me- 
morial area.

— The State Department proposed 
today the establishment of a pub- 
lic agency similar to the British 
Broadcasting Corp. to take over 
American official foreign language 
radio programs. 

Under Secretary Dean Acheson 
submitted to Congress drafts of 
legislation to set up an “inter- 
national broadcasting foundation 
of the United States” directed by 
14 3 to be named by the 
President. e Secretary of State 
also would serve on the board of 
trustees. Secretary George C. 
Marshall approved the plan before 
he left for Moscow, a department 
announcement said. 

The foundation would take over 
from the department's Of ice of 
International Information and 
Cultural Affairs the shortwave 
broadcasts now beamed overseas 
in 25 languages.

But even with liberalized labor 
standards there are plenty of will- 
ing hands to make things to sell 
abroad to pay for what food 
Japan cannot raise at home if 
machines, raw materials and mar- 
kets are available for such pro- 
ductive labor. 

Another asset possessed by Japan 
is able and relatively low cost 
management. An American ex- 
porter feels he must have at least 
a 5 per cent margin to make a 
foreign sale worth while. The 
Japanese are satisfied to export on 
al per cent margin. 

An American department 
store’s mark-up is usually esti- 
mated at 27 per cent. A Japa- 
nese store gets by with a 10 per 
cent mark-up. 

Low Managerial Salaries. 

The manager of one of the larg- 
est shipyards in Japan, an enter- 
prise employing 26,000 men a 
the war in the manufacture o 
submarines, destroyers, ferryboats 
and diversified electrical equip- 
ment, is paid 1400 yen a month 
for his services. 

That is about $94 a month at 
the official rate of exchange but 
less than $20 a month at the black 
market rate for the heavily in- 
flated yen. Certain valuable per- 
quisites go with the job in the 
way of privilege to buy food, cloth- 
ing, shelter at low cost, retirement, 
etc.

Not that there 
haven't been d when the way 
seemed hard. jally at first 
that was 80. Then the facts 
seemed brutal, and they were, but 
he had faith in himself and out of 
faith came fortitude.. He came out 
more than conqueror and won for 
himself a place in the world. Now 
he asks no odds and his life is an 
inspiration to all who are t 
by handicaps. 

Duncan was A, a college sopho- 
more, when in an automobile ac- 
cident he received such injuries 
that he was paralyzed from the 
12th vertebra down. At first the 
doctors held out a hope that they 
probably only half felt, but hope 
was a tonic that the boy needed 
and they couldn't find it in their 
hearts to withhold it. In time the 
hope wavered and died, but in its 
place resignation was born, to 
abide ever after. 

Resignation, though, was not 
just a gift, something bestowed. 
It had to be won by facing the 
facts and fighting them. Oné of 
the facts was that his world had

men, The average man in a nor- 
mal breath inhales about one pint 
of air or approximately 500 cubic 
centimeters. If we take one deep breath while sitting 
still and hold it, we can usually go from 30 seconds to 
50 seconds before we need another breath. But if we rapidly 
inhale for a dozen times and then hold the last breath, we can 
add nearly half a minute to our time. Why? Because we have 
aerated the blood and stored up a temporary surplus of ozygen. 
You can feel the symptom of this over-supply by the resulting 
dizziness and giddiness. You may even faint from such a 
process, as when you stoop and blow on a smouldering fire.

WHEN YOU FEEL THE need to take a new breath, it 
doesn't mean you have used up all the oxygen in the air inside 
your chest. It simply means that the film of air next the lung 
tissue is full of carbon dioxide, There is still plenty of oxygen 
in the center of the lungs.

EPLACING a cane seat in a
